—Scipio's bravery is beyond a doubt ; I need only 
ſay in confirmation of this, that it required the utmoſt ſhare of courage to face a man who had 
ſpread the greateſt conſternation imaginable throughout all Italy, by his rapid and deciſive - 
victories, Hannibal, a man who was poſſeſſed of the greateſt reſolution, the niceſt judgment, 
aud a degree of policy that was ſcarce ever known to be at the command of one man. And is 
there one who can doubt the intrepidity of a Camillus, after all the ſignal ſervices he per- 
formed for his country? Eſteemed i in the eyes of the world as theſe great men deſervedly are, 
it may appear rather bold to compare the actions of a modern Wolſe with theſe ſoldiers of 
antiquity; neyertheleſs I venture to aſſirm, by a juſt compariſon between the one and the other, 
conſidering all the circumſtances attending each, we ſhall as readily conſent that this Son; of 
| Britain is as worthy of the laurel of immortality as any of the heroes of Grecian or Roman 
hiſtory.
